the sworn statements of seven well 
known alienists, whoae alBdavits 
ware prepared yesterday, and Jns- 
tloe Pitsgerald took the bench at 
2: OS p. m. to liear theai. 

The experta' aBdavlta are supple- 
mented by one cworn to by Irvtn S. 
Cobb, a ttewapaper report > r. who 
has baen "covering" the Thaw trial 

for tbe New York World. It was 
Cobb to whom Thaw handed als In- 
coherent note after Evelyn Nesbit 
Thaw told her harrowing atory on 
the wltaeaa stand. 

Mr. Cobb in hla affidavit, nets 
forth the facts connected with 
Thaw's dratnatlo manner of Issuing 
his statement concerning Mr. Je- 
rome's cross-examination of Bvelyn 
Thaw. All these facts were narrated 
at tka tliAa — the Ineistence of Thaw 
that UHj, Gobb ahonUt sign and eeal 
an anralope containing t^ original 
of the statement and compare the 
original with the typewritten copiea 
which were subsequently handed to 
him for distribution among tbe oth- 
er newspaper men at tbe trial. 

Juatice FitsgeraM on convening 
court today aaenneA tka Thaw Jury 
until Wadneaday morning at M 
o'clock. All Tbaw'a relattv«a ware In 
coiirt. Thaw's attorneys wert> busy 
prwparlng afll-davlts and .staleiiicntB to 
be handed to Justice Fltrgerald to- 
morrow to ofkat Jerome's damand 
for « Innaey conmlaatM. 

Court was in session less than an 
hour. Delmaa for the defense, stated 
that their answer to Jerome's prop- 
osition was not ready.

Addresses breathing tbe spirit of 
tnternatiomil good win were features 
of the anniMl dinner of the Ameri- 
can Association of CJommerce and 

Tinile in Berlin on Feb 18. which 
was attended by many (onsuis-gen- 
eral and consuls fioui various cities 
in Oermany and by altacnes of the 
diplomatic corps of other cities in 
Europe. One of the chief addresses 
was delivered by Prank Hessenberg. 
president of the essociation, who pro- 
posed the toast, "The American As- 
socititlon of Commerce and T; I'i ' 
Berlin." Me spoke of the pro.- p. : it;, 
that is general in the rniied Stati-.-; 
The farmers, he said, never h«d hud 
stieh a succession of good years. In 
mineral wealth, the country, occu- 
pied a leading position. 

The yield of copper in the United 
States in 190«." he said, "Is estimat- 
ed at 7S0 000 tons. Tho Calume! & 
Hecla and the Anaeorda mines eai h 
nbw produces annually more copper 
than did all the mines of the worid 
during the first five years of the nine 
tiientSi centary, and there are fifteen 
Indlvidnat ewnpanlea, each of whidi 
turns out more than was produced 
all over the globe 100 years ago." 
Mr. Hessenberg quoted other figures 
showing the development of the 
country, and added: 

"And here, gentlemen. I should 
like to repeat that in order to turn all 
these magnificent results to best ad- 
vantage you require the good Influ- 
ence of trcatie.s of commerce and the 
co-operation of such assoclatlCfUS as 
ours and institutions of a similar 
character. It was for this reason 
that we gave so warm a welcome to 
the United States tariff commission- 
ers whose labors, recently brought to 
close, we earnestly trust will beer 
good fruit and will ultimately result 
In a commercial trekty satisfactory 
to both countries. 

"I have also to thank our members 
fori the assistance they gave, and I

"inon of abllily and judgment," says

Some oinplo.vo.s who have not had 
technical training will, the Pommy;- 
valla tlilni(8, rise from the bottom of 
the ladder aa d4d lu preai^ent. 
Jamea MeCrea — once a rodman — but 
other thiaga being equal. It feola that 
the man who has gone through a 
regular course of training at a col- 
lege is tlio man who wiii .in tlio rail- 
road I ho most xood. This .statoiiicnl 
Is (onslilorod slRniflcant in view of 
the fact thai nearly every executivo 
ofllccr of the Pennsylvania rose froin 
the ranks without having liad a col- 
lege training. 

It l.s the Ponnnylvanla's policy to 
employ colloRe men almost oxriilsive- 
ly for certain brancho-i of iis opoiat- 
Ing and engineering departments, 
an^ the plan haa been ao snccaeaful, 
the management announcea, that In- 
ducementa are being offered gradu- 
ates of colleges to enter other branch 
(■•s of ihe service. In the following 
laiigiiaKe the Ponnsylvanl.i tells how 
a coMege man entering the company's 
service as a rodman may cvenlualh 
rise to the coverted position of super- 
intendent of motive power: 

"II Is in tiio maintenance of way do 
parfiiiont that tho ymith with a dl|)lo- 
nia from a technical Institiitinn finds 
n place. First be is a rodman. 
Then he la sent to the yards at AI 
toona which are the greatest in the 
world — seven miles long — with 210 
miles of track. There the candidate 
learns to keep car records and classi- 
fy oars to handle swllc'ncs, to mani- 
pulate signals and to (lo many othi^r 
jiiiis th.ii iiio proper sopt Of rgllroad 
men must know all about. 

"Nest he Is aaalstant supervisor 'on 
the road," learnlnc all nixnit Kteel 
rails liallaKf, crossties, tie plates and 
roa.llioil (Irainago. If ho i.s apt ho is 
promoted to supervisor, after tnat 
come the grades of assistant engineer 
and superintendent, and when a man 
gets to be superintendent bo la qnall' 
fled as a railroad expert. 

"At Aitoona. where the shops and 
yards of the Pennsylvania compose 
what is called "the greatest railroad 
university in tho world,' there is a 
siieclal course far the college man 
tialned aa a mechanical engineer. 
The 'special apprentice,' aa he ia call- 
ed, goes through a fonr-yeara' courae 
of hard work — blacksmith shop, 
w heel shop car shop, and all the rest. 
Tnroo months are givon to firing an 
engine on ihe road. The 'special ap- 
prentice' is elinlhle to rise to be In- 
spect rtr, assistant master mechanic, 
astiistant engineer of motive power, 
matiter mechanic, superintendent of 
motive power."
